sinking and two more were set on 
fire. Five enemy planes, seeking to 
| protect the supply ships, were shut

Three and a half hours later, 
heavy bombers attacked the con- 
voy, which was circling a burn- 
ing ship. one ship blew up im- 
mediately and two others were 
set on fire. No American planes 
were lost in either operation. 

The Eighth Army won a clean-cut 
victory in the opening phase of the 
battle which the Allies hope will 
drive Rommel's forces northward 
into the sea. 

The Axis made six separate at- 
tacks on Saturday, and after all of 
them failed the retreat toward the 
hills began. With a British-Ameri- 
can army advancing from the west 
and the Eighth Army beginning to 

northward, Rommel was 
| caught in a pincers operation which

success in the early days of thé war, 

The first attack by the Africa 
Corps was made at dawn Saturday, 
It was repulsed, but an hour later 
the Germans tried again. This one, 


| too, was beaten back, 


At 2:30 p.m., the Africa Corps 
attempted to storm the British 
lines with tanks and infantry six 
miles northwest of Matamour 
where the land slopes down to 
both the southeast and southwest. 
After it failed, Rommel tried 
again at 4:30 p.m,, striking from 
the north this time in the Mata- 
mour region. That thrust was 
turned back, and then Montgom- 
ery ordered a counter-attack by 
British tanks and infantry.

Saturday but then wtihdraw and 
took up positions west of the town, 
Eighteen miles west of Gafsa Am- 
erican armored patrols took 95 
Italian prisoners.

Without a division the members of the 
House of Commons approved the Govern- 
ment motion to set up a committee of 41 
members from all parties to study the 
social security problem and propose a na- 
tion-wide scheme adapted to Canadian con- 
ditions. This unanimity bespeaks a gen- 
eral recognition that such a scheme 1s 
needed and that the time is ripe to bring it 
into existence. The discussion equally dis- 
closed that better progress is likely to be 
made by referring the question to a com- 
mittee in the first instance, rather than 
bringing down legislation embodying the 
views of the Government. 

While they were agreed as to the need 
of health insurance, and the advisability of 
linking this with old age pensions and un- 
employment insurance in a general secur- 
ity plan, the debate showed the members 
by no means agreed either as to the kind 
of health insurance that should be set up 
nor as to the kind of general plan that 
would work best. The recommendations 
of the committee, made after a survey of 
the problem in all its bearings—and it has 
a good many bearings—should go far to 
harmonize the divergent views in the 
House and thus make for as speedy action 
as is consistent with the importance of the 
undertaking. 

It is to be hoped the conclusions of the 
committee—whatever they may be—will 
be unanimous. In that event the country 
may escape the obvious possibility that 
social security might become a political 
football. ¥ 


System Counts 


Each person in Canada will be asked 
during the coming year to lend his coun- 
try $250, or as much as he can whether 
the amount be less or more than this, That 
is the average amount the Government 
must borrow per head of population. 

Not every one can make this average 
investment. Some will be able to do so from 
current earnings. Many will have to trans- 
fer to the Government sums they now 
have on deposit in the banks or elsewhere. 
In cases it may be necessary to sell stocks 
or property in order to buy bonds. 

It goes without saying that if this aver- 
age is to be reached there will have to be 
less buying of buxuries, and of conven- 
iences which in this favored country we 
have come to regard as near-necessities. 
Our pocket patriotism is to be tested more 
severely than it has yet been—if there 
really is any patriotism in lending the 
Government money at interest. 

The brakes will have to be applied to 
self-indulgence if we are to back up with 
our dollars our professions of deep con- 
cern for the outcome of the war. Boom- 
living and bond-buying do not go together 
for those whose means are limited. Most of 
us will have to—and will—choose one or 
the other. 

It also goes without saying that the 
easiest and the surest way to lend to the 
full measure of one’s ability to lend 
systematically. War bonds are not on sale 
at all times. But savings certificates are, 
and money that is paid for these goes into 
the war funds and will buy just as many 
bullets as money paid for bonds. The sure 
way to make one’s maximum contribution 
is to pick up a certificate each week or 
each menth as finances permit.

Keeping Them Busy 

R.A.F. bombers carried their air offen- 
sive into the tenth day with a night raid on 
Essen. As fourteen of the planes failed to 
return they apparently went over about 
300 strong. The air ministry said it was a 
“saturation raid’, implying that the num- 
ber sent was accounted sufficient to make 
a complete job. As Essen has been bombed 
many times before, this raid was appar- 
ently designed to undo the repair work 
that had been carried out at the Krupp 
works and other munitions plants. 

This repair work is making prettly 
heavy demands on German man-power. 
This is confirmed by news from Holland 
that nearly five hundred specia! restora- 
tion units have had to be organized in the 
Reich alone. In France and other occupied 
countries the clearing up and re-building 
of wrecked plants is done by impressed 
labor, while thousands of French and 
other skilled artisans have been transport- 
ed to Germany for like service, Besides 
Stopping munitions production in the 
plants attacked, the bombers are thus 
keeping a considerable army employed in 
non-productive work who otherwise could 
and likely would be turning out planes, or 
bombs, or other needs of the Hitler forces. 

In Canada, where we are just now fac- 
ing a shortage of manpower on farms and 
in other essential occupations, the handi- 
cap thus thrown upon the Nazi war eftort 
is apparent. If every night enemy bomhb- 
ers came over and blew some of our muni- 
tions plants or railway terminals to pieces, 
our manpower shortage would be very 
considerably aggravated. 

That is one of the side-results of the 
air offensive in Germany, far less import- 
ant than the interruption of munitions 
output, but of large and steadily mounting 
importance none the less. It is something 
worth while that thousands of men who 
are clearing up the debris in Berlin. and 
Cologne and Essen and a dozen other Ger- 
man centres are not’ doing anything to 
arm or supply Hitler's army in Russia or 
to put more U-boats on the prow! for 
Allied transports.

A Berlin spokesman hinted that Hitler 
may crown his infamy by resorting to the 
use of poison gas in spring attacks on 
Britain. If he wanted to find out whether 
the Allies have prepared for that eventu- 
ality he got the information promptly and 
in set terms. Wholesale asphyxiation of 
the German people is the very definitely 
promised response should the Fuehrer 
provoke the Allies' into loosing the ample 
Stores of gas they have in readiness. This 
known, it can be hoped that his lieutenants 
will dissuade the madman from launching 
the threatened attacks.
